TESTS PROPOSED 


A Radar - Nose Cone testing 
apparatus, which Avco proposes 
to build in North Wilmington 
is so badly needed, Atty Alan 
Altman told the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals last Thursday 
that ‘It should have been 
built yesterday’ 
Although the exact nature of 
the tests to be conducted on 
land of Bob Evans is a milita- 
ry secret, the implications of 
the hearing is that the US Air 
Force wants to test certain 
materials, and their relative 
reactions to radar beams. 
The Board of Appeals met 
the earliest date the law a. 
lows, after publication of 
public notice, to conduct the 
hearing, and Town Manager Ce- 
cil Lancaster wrote a letter 
which was read at the hearing, 
urging that all consideration 
be given by the Appeal Board, 
Up to 450 Feet 


Atty Altman asked for permis- 
sion for Avco RAD to construt 


three towers, up to 450 feet 
in height, (which would make 
them among the tallest in New. 
England) for the purpose of 
suspending model nose cones 
for intercontinental rockets 
above a radar transmitter. 
The towers would not neces- 
sarily be 450 feet high, Alt- 
man said. The final height 
would be decided about the 
time that construction began. 
They would be on the perime- 
ter of a circle with a 350 
foot radius. Each tower would 
be supported with three sets 
of triple guy-wires, anchored 
to 125 ton concrete blocks 
which will be imbedded on sol- 
id rock. 

The towers would be construct. 
ed by one of seven firms which 
will be asked to bid. Some of 
these firms have built towers 
in Greenland, and on the Dew 
Line, in Canada. 


The firms will have to give a 
10 year guarantee as to struc- 
tural safety. 

The land on which the towers 
will stand is being rented 
from Bob Evans, and is a rocky 
hill, off Ballardvale street, 
near the Charles River Labora- 
tory. The towers will be 
clearly visible from Route 93. 
There will be no danger to 
either human beings or to farm 
animals from the radar trans- 


mitter, which will project 


straight up, only, one of the 
Avco engineers testified. He 
told the board that the safety 
factor was estimated at one 
million to one. 
Sought for a Quarry 
Atty Altman told the board 
that when Avco began to search 
for a site for the research 
desired by the Air Force it 
had first looked all over the 
country for an abandoned quar- 
ry in which the work could be 
done without need of construc- 
ting the three towers, but was 
unable to find a suitable one, 
Ayco then considered putting 
up towers on its own property 
off Lowell Street, but there

As has been foretold in this column for the 
past several years, Wilmington was fortunate 
this year in that several industries located 
here. They are not of the largest, but they 
have a good potential, and Wilmington welcomes 
them.
